Urge Federal Aid fdr College Educations 
Congress Askec 
To Help Needy 
Able Students 
Scholarships for 
50-60,000 Under 
New Ewing Plan 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Oscar R. Ewing asked con 
gress today to enact a law to 
provide federal funds to help 
boys and girls go to college, 


Ewing, who is head of the Fed 


eral Security Agency, said he ha< 
President Truman's authorization 
"to transmit to congress a studen 
aid bill to provide educational op 
portunity for those barred from at 
tending our colleges by economic 
roadblocks." 


Cite Cost 


The program would cost 32 mil 


lion dollars in its first year and 
would increase annually until i 
reached a total of 128 millions per 
year. 


Congress was asked to provide 


scholarships of up to $800 a year 
for the "neediest of the ablest' 
among the nation's high school 
students. The. funds would go to 
50,000 or 60,000 students a year, 


Could Borrow 


Under the plan, 
the 
students 


could borrow from educational in- 
stitutions sums ranging up to $600 
a year. That would provide a four- 
year maximum of $2,400. The gov, 
ernment would insure up to 80 per 
cent of the unpaid balance. 


State scholarships commissions 


would select the students. The bill 
would prohibit any federal influ 
ences in the selecting of the stu- 
dents. The students would be per 
mltted to pick their own colleges.

CHICAGO-(AP)-The former wife of Illinois' Gov. Adlai Stevenson 


was quoted today by the Chicago Daily News as saying. "I am going 
to vote Republican in the next election, no matter who's running." 


Stevenson, a Democrat, has been 


mentioned frequently as a possi- 
bility for his party's presidential 
nomination. Stevenson maintains 
he's running only for Illinois gov- 
ernor. 


Needs Change 


Th« newspaper said Mrs. Ste- 


venson approves of her ex-husband 
as governor, adding that she re- 
marked, "Illinois needs him for 
governor, but our country need* 
a change of administration. 


"One party has been in power 


\(x> long." 


Mrs. Stevenson, 42, divorced the 


governor in Las Vegas, Nev., Dec, 


12, 1949, before completion of his 
first year in office. 


Sympathies With OOP 


The Daily News interview said 


Mrs. Stevenson admitted having 
voted "for the Democrats," but 
her political sympathies were with 
the Republican party. And the di- 
vorce "wasn't just because of pol- 
itics in general as they said at 
the time." 


Stevenson had blamed "the in- 


compatibility of our lives" for the 
divorce. The Stevensons have four 
grown sons.

Mrs. Stevenson could not be 


reached immediately for comment 
on the article.

Christiance stated, "and handed it 
to her, telling her to 'keep this 
for evidence.' " 


Christiance said his wife, Maude, 


who owns the property, had asked 
Mathesius before to move the car 
from the driveway so that the 
Christiance's could drive their car 
in, but that Mathesius had refused. 


A few days ago, she said, they 


had put up a "No Parking" sign 
in the driveway, but that it had 
not helped. 


Mathesius rents the- land from 


the Christiance's and lives down- 
stairs in their home. 


Christiance t was treated at the 


Dixon Public hospital and re- 
leased.

Allied Planes 
Knock Out Red 
Plants at Yalu 
Biggest Single Raid 
Of War Demolishes 
Hydro-Electric Sites 


SEOUL. Korea—(AP) — 


Five hundred U. S. Navy, Air 
Force and Marine planes to- 
day knocked out five big hy- 
dro-electric plants servicing 
all of North Korea and parts 
of Manchuria in the biggest 
single air raid of the Korean 
war. 


All of the targets were on the 


Korean. side of the Yalu River, 
which divides Korea and Man- 
churia, navy headquarters -in To- 
kyo said. 


A navy spokesman said the tar- 


jets were "top priority" and pre- 
liminary reports 
Indicated 
the 


"primary and secondary targets 
were thoroughly smashed." 


Un« Carrier Planes 
. 


Air force fighter bombers from 


dozens of land bases and navy 
slanes from the Boxer, Philippines 
Sea and Princeton pounded the 
dams and generator plants. Other 
planes from the carrier Bonhomme 
Richard, flew diversionary strikes 
n the same area to confuse Red 
air defenses. 


The air force said the 90-minute 


raid demolished ,the Sulho hydro- 
electric plant, which supplies pow- 
er to Mukden and oth«r industrial 
areas in Manchuria, plus ..font 
other power plhnts in North' Korea. 
Col. John D. Nottingham of Hou- 
ston, Tex., Fifth Air Force pub- 
lic information officer, said 208 
Red MIG-15 jets were counted on 
the Communist airfield at Antung, 
Manchuria, within sight of the 
strikes on Suiho. None of the MIGs 
challenged 
the 
fighter-bombers, 


which were escorted by F-86 Sabre 
lets and navy Panther jets. 


Lights <;<> Out 


The air force spokesman said it 


was safe to assume there were 


no electric lights burning to- 


night" in the North Korean capital 
of Pyongyang and that parts of 
Manchuria were blacked out.

Survey Group 
Urges Nation 
Scrap Tariff • 
We'll Import Fifth 
Of Our Material in 
1975 Says Committee

A presidential board today 
recommended that the United 
States scrap laws which pre- 
vent other nations from sell- 
ng America the raw materi- 
als she needs for war and 
peace. 


The United States should make 
cellar-to-attic search—at home 


and abroad—for sources of ma- 
terials, said a formal report by 
the President's Materials Policy 
Commission. 


Already Short 


This country already is unable 


to supply her own needs, the board 
said, and by 1975 may be com- 
pelled to import one-fifth of the 
material it consumes. The report 
recommended that stockpiling be 
put on a permanent basis. 


The commission, after 18 months 


research, said it is seriously con- 
cerned—but not "alarmed'"—over 
the shrinkage of America's natural 
resources. 


In the face of foreseeable de- 


mand for the next 25 years, the 
report said, this shrinkage is * 
definite threat to the nation's liv- 
ing standards and national secur- 
ity. 


High Tariff Obsolete 


The group labeled the high Uritt 


system obsolete and said the Buy- 
American Act of 1933 Is "a relie 
of depression psychology . . . * • 
self-imposed blockade." 


It proposed that the government 


b« given power to cancel -iariff« 
whenever the need for a foreign 
material becomes 'critical. 


The Buy-American Law forbids 


federal purchasing. overseas unlo*» . 
U. S. aupplles are unreasonably 
priced or inadequate in quantity 
or quality. A more recent law bar* 
even stockpile-buying abroad un- 
less the domestic price is 25 per 
cent above the foreign market. 


Encourage Discovery 


The commission recommended 


that the federal government under- 
take a long-range, program of re- 
sources discovery and develop- 
ment here and overseas. Among 
other things, it proposed that the 
states and private firms be offered 
financial incentives to seek out 
new sources of materials and to 
conserve 
available 
natural 
re- 


sources. 


The report mentioned such in- 


centives as special tax benefits to 
prospectors in this country and

mary phony explanations, blaming the whole ithing on the 
harmless victims, saying they were flying over Soviet terri- 
tory and that they fired first. 


Probably the Kremlin doesn't expect anybody with a 


clear head to swallow this guff. It can have effect only on 
those deluded souls who still think there are big grains of 
truth 'in anything the Russians say. Unfortunately, there 
may be more of these souls than we like to concede, since 
Moscow's transparent fabrications about the germ warfare 
in Korea seem to have been accepted by many naive Europ- 
eans.

This newest show of Russian depravity, however, need 


not be interpreted as a sign that the Soviet armies are spoil- 
ing for a fight. .It may actually be evidence of the exact re- 
verse.

What is entirely likely is that the Russians have a path- 


ological fear of being discovered in their weakness. The 
sharpest experts we have on the Soviet Union rate the Reds 
seriously weak in important economic categories vital to the 
prosecution of a war. 


This does not mean the Russians do not have a large 


standing army, a huge backlog of planes and tanks and other 
weapons, and a great share of their industrial production de- 
voted to the output of arms. But it does suggest that this 
tremendous facade of strength might crumble in a long con- 
flict with America.

The Russians dare not let the legend of their military 


might lose force. It is perfectly in character with that pur- 
pose to put on an occasional show of belligerence in the gen- 
eral zone of their borders. They undoubtedly believe they 
may thereby suggest to the free world that Russia's fringe is 
bristling with impregnable defense strong points. 


Such incidents as this have their value for Russian home 


consumption, too. Dictators live on artificially generated 
fears of outside enemies. What better way to convince the 
poor, depression-ridden Russian that his burdens are neces 
sary than to dream up a real, live foreign plane sauntering 
suspiciously over Soviet soil? 


The event is new, but the method and the goal are old. 


We shall never have an end to this kind of thing so long as 
we have nations ruled by men who know only the raw creed 
of power for the sake of power. 


Cities' Airport Protests Deserve to Fail 


. Newark airport has been opened under conditions 


which offer reasonable assurance of safety to the populations 
of the nearby cities of Newark and Elizabeth, the latter the 
scene of three tragic air crashes last winter. 


Four months is ample time for these safety measures to 


have been worked out (the field was closed Feb. 11). The 
elapse of that span of time certainly does not suggest hasty 
improvising of new traffic patterns. 


Consequently the fresh protests from city officials in 


the two centers must be put down as unreasoning obstruc- 
tionism. The protests deserve to fail. Newark is one of the 
nation's vital airports and one of its best. It is needed both 
for commercial and for military aircraft. It cannot be in- 
definitely kept out of use without real harm to America's air 
' travel system. 


a Newark and Elizabeth officials can hardly be blind to 


these factors. If they now see other concerns as over-riding, 
perhaps they ought to re-examine their position. Judged from 
a national view, it does not appear a wise one.
